Ottawa. Nov. 2a. — In the House to- 
day B\ P. Pardee moved the adoption 
of the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. It was seconded by 
J. Dcmers. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the new tar- 
iff would be brought down next Tues- 
day or Friday, and with diligence he 
hoped the House would be able to pro- 
rogue before the robins returned. 

It. L. Borden and Hon. U. Boos- 
ter made slushing speeches. Tire latter 
tackled the Iusuhuicc commission for 
its discursive methods, and expressed re- 
gret that no insurance legislation WU3 
promised. 

Mr. Borden nsked what effect the 
resignation of Hon. C. S. llymau would 
have whether it was sullleienl for the 
government to net upon. 

The Speaker replied that in his opin- 
ion the resignation was not sufficiently 
formal for him to lake cogniznnce of it. 
Hyman's Finish 

A telegram has been sent to Mr. Hy- 
man by the clerk of the House, asking 
him to have his resignation forwarded 
in accordance with the form provided by 
statute. Until Ibis is done, the resigna- 
tion cannot be officially observed. 

Hvmau is down and out. Not only 
has he resigned his- seal, but in reply to 
questions by Mr. Borden, the first min- 
ister admitted that Mr. Hyman hud re- 
signed his portfolio as minister of pub- 
lic works. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier announced that 
as yet he had not communicated the 
resignation of Mr. llymau to the Gov- 
ernor-General. 

Incidentally, electoral corruption in 
general, and Iho London election revela- 
tions in particular, came in for consider- 
able discussion in the debate on the ad- 
dress. 

Coal Famine Discussed 

It. S. Luke, Qu'Appelle, called atten- 
tion to the serious character of the coal 
famine ill Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
and asked what Hie government intend- 
ed to do to relieve the situation. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the ministry 
was thoroughly alive to the seriousness 
of the case, and had sent Mackenzie 
King to Lethbridge to endeavor, if pos- 
sible, to bring about a settlement of the 
strike. 

Colonel Wants Action 

Col. Hughes desires that two first 
class shots from each unit of the militia 
shall be carried free to the D, K. A. 
matches eacli year. He also wishes to 
know if the Canadian navy Will be sent 
to effect the release of n Canadian now 
imprisoned in Uruguay in case justice 
should be delayed.

$1,000,000, and headquarters in Ottawa.

Railway Applications 

Among this week's notices of appli- 
cation to parliament are the following: 
The Greul West Railway company will 
ask for authority to build the following 
lines- From Cowley on the Crow's Nest 
branch via the Gap and Livingstone 
River Valley lo connect with the C. 1 . 
R main line from the Gap to brans;; 
from the Gap to the Calgary & McLeod 
branch, and from Fincher Creek to the 
'.Montana boundary. The Midway oc 
Vernon will ask an extension of time. 
G. T. P. Westward Plans 

The Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
Company has submitted plans to the 
department of railways, showing the 
proposed route of its line from Ed- 
monton westward through the. Rookies 
to its intended terminus on Kalen 
Island This route map will come up 
for the approval or the minister of 
railways In a few days. The G. T. P. 
has definitely chosen the Yellowhead 
Pass which is regarded as the easiest 
and most direct line from Edmonton. 
It has been understood for some time 
that the Canadian Northern's exten- 
sion to the Pacific Coast would trav- 
erse the Yellowhead Pass, and at the 
present time the rival companies are 
at work locating their lines through 
the name pass. 

Dockyard Transfers 

The marine department has notified 
Lieut. J. B. Bennett, representing the 
British admiralty, that the Canadian 
government will assume control of the 
Halifax dockyard on January 1. The 
conditions under which tills property, 
valued at $3,000,000, is transferred to 
Canadian control provide for Its 
proper maintenance by the Dominion 
and that it shall be available for any 
needed repairs to British warships. It 
is understood thut arrangements are 



under way also for the transfer of the 
Esquimau dock to Canada. 

Liberals Want Investigation 
The Free Press says: The Liberal 
members of the House of Commons 
will ask for an investigation of matters 
that transpired recently before the in- 
surance commission regarding Hon. G. 
E. Foster.

Commander Peary Arrives 
Sydney on Board His 
Battered Ship 



at 



Halifax, N. S., Nov. 23.— The Arc- 
tic steamer Roosevelt reached Sydney at 
seven o'clock this morning and Imme- 
diately upon arrival, Commander Peary 
boarded a tug and came on shore to 
meet Mrs. Peary who has been await- 
ing him at Sydney for tho last two 
weeks. He appeared in excellent health 
and none the worse for his perilous ex- 
ertions up north. He was apparntlv in 
the best of health and spirits. The 
Roosevelt is in a leaky condition ' and 
shows the loss of much interior work, 
ladders, beams and almost every tiling 
moveable on board having been sacrificed 
to keep the parly warm. 

iPeary still believes the North Pole 
can be reached and the same opinion is 
expressed by Captain Burtlett. 

Washington, D. C, Nov. 23. — Acting 
Secretary Newberry of the United Stales 
navy department received this despatch 
from Commander Peary, dated Sydney, 
N, S. today: "I respectfully beg to re- 
port my arrival with the Roosevelt this 
morning. The expedition of the Peary 
Arctic club, which I have the honor to 
command, has penetrated the polar basin 
beyond S7 degrees nortJi eliminating the 
probability of the existence of any In ml 
between tho north shores bordering that 
basin through ten degrees of longitude 
between parallels 81 and 83, and se- 
cured an interesting series of .soundings," 

Mr. Newberry sent this despatch in 
reply: "Tho navy department congrat- 
ulates you on your splendid effort and 
success and on the safe return of your 
expedition." 



"Of the four most westerly provinces 
of the Dominion, undoubtedly British 
Columbia will prove that of the great- 
est importance from a manufacturing 
standpoint." So remarked Superinten- 
dent of Education Robinson yesterday in 
the course of n conversation bearing 
upon the necessity for the establishment 
of technical schools in this province. His 
argument was that, as it could not be 
disputed that this part of the West, 
with its wonderful natural resources, 
was destined lo become one of the in- 
dustrial centres of the world, stops 
should be taken to provide rising gen- 
erations with the education necessary 
to equip them to take an active part in 
the development of their country. 

The question of the advisability of 
providing British Columbia with several, 
or at least one, institution of technical 
learning in this section was prompted 
by the fact that the council of the Vic- 
toria board of trade had passed a reso- 
lution recommending that these schools 
be introduced in each of the respective 
sections of Canada. The suggestion 
was that this should be undertaken by 
the Dominion government. While Mr. 
Robinson had nothing to say regarding 
the possibility of such an idea material- 
izing he was strongly in favor of tho 
project, especially as far as British Co- 
lumbia was concerned. 

Colleges in the East 

He referred to the present condition 
of affairs in tin: Dominion with- regard 
to technical education. The fhiest in- 
stitution of the kind was that operated 
in connection with thtc McGill univer- 
sity. There was another in Toronto 
and a third, recently formed, in Nova 
Scotia. It had been brought into ex- 
istence ns a result of a union between 
two of the largest colleges of that prov- 
ince. Thus the central and maritime 
provinces of Canada were fairly well 
provided .for but the West, as yef, had 
been entirely overlooked. He thought 
, that no time should be lost in the es- 
J tablishnrant in British Columbia of one 
I or more technical schools, with a thor- 
oughly modern eijuipment and the lull 
curriculum. 

Mr. Robinson weut oh to give some of 
his reasons for believing that the youth 
of this section should be given the ben- 
efit of that technical knowledge which 
was required in many of the higher pro- 
fessions, particularly those which would 
have to do with the exploitation of the 
resources of the Canadian West. One 
of the principal industries of all the 
country lying this side of the Rocky 
mountains, undoubtedly, was and would 
continue to be mining. That was un- 
disputed. It followed that there would 
always be a demand for mining engi- 
neers and others having scientific knowl- 
edge in that line. Wouldn't it be much 
better if they were able to obtain that 
education ri'gbt~aT home',' There could 
be no difficulty in seeing the force of 
that argument. Not only would such 
an arrangement by more convenient to 
students but there wouldn't be as much 
expense attached to the course and, 
consequently, more would be able to go 
in for the studies. It would have the 
effect, in a word, of giving the young 
men raised in the West an opportun- 
ity of receiving the education which 
would permit them to realize the wealth 
which lay almost within their grasp. 
Moro Practical Here 

Another point in favor of local tech- 
nical seals of learning was that they 
could be made more practical here than 
anywhere else. For instance, the stu- 
dents of McGill university, those who 
wore interested in the line of study re- 
ferred to, were in the habit of coming 
to this coast at great expense in order 
to obtain smiic practical Insight into 
what they hitherto had only been able 
to understand theoretically. This would 
be unnecessary to those attending a 
British Columbia school. They would 
have the advantage both of theoretical 
and practical learning, thus ensuring 
them an education more complete than 
is possible elsewhere. 

The necessity of giving the youth of 
the country the advantage of obtaining 
tlie scientific knowledge required to fol- 
low certain professions had been recog- 
nized in almost oil other parts of the 
world except western Canada, according 
to Superintendent Robinson. He re- 
ferred to Germany and Ihe number of in- 
stitutions of the kind which were to be 
found there, to England, and to the 
United States — particularly the eastern 
states. In nil these places, he sold, tech- 
nical education was considered almost 
as much of a necessity ns thtc ordinary 
school griundwork. Of course it was 
natural that that should be the case 
where the population was more con- 
gested, and, possibly, civilization more 
advanced than In a comparatively unde- 
veloped section such as British Colum- 
bia. The standard was rising through- 
out tho world steadily and it was a time 
that something was being done at home. 

Others approached upon the same 
subject were all of the same opinion. 
Members of the council of the board of, 
trade were enthusiastically in favor of 
technical education, and, while the ros- 
olulion carried at their meeting advo- 
cated the establishment of institutions 
throughout the Dominion, individually 
they are specially anxious that some- 
thing should be done for British Colum- 
bia as soon as possible. As does Sup- 
erintendent Robinson, they point out that 
the conditions in this part of the West 
make it peculiarly necessary for higher 
education along the lines mentioned. The 
time was not far distant, in fncl had 
already arrived, when men having selen- 
tilic knowledge of mining, electricity, 
etc., wore much in demand. Why should 
these experts not bo roared at home? 
is tho question they ask. 

The matter is one which has aroused 
considerable public interest, and there is 
every reason to believe Hint some defin- 
ite action will be taken at an early date. 




C. P. R. Is to Operate Princess Beatrice o n the Sound, 
In Opposition to the Indianapolis, Com- 
mencing December 12. 



On Dec. 12 the steamer Princess 
Beatrice will be placed on the Victoria- 
Seattle route by the C. P. R. S.S. Co., 
running on an alternate schedule with 
the Alaska S.S. Co.'s steamer Indian- 
apolis, tints giving a double daily ser- 
vice between Victoria and Puget Sound. 
Tho Indianapolis will remain on the 
some schedule upon which the vessel is 
now operated, and the Princess Beatrice 
will sail from Victoria in the morning, 
probably at o'clock, and will arrive 
during the early ' morning from Seattle. 

This decision of the C. P. R. in re- 
sponse to the appeals made by Victoria 
merchants and the Board of Trade, 
means the cancellation of the agreement 
made at Montreal over two years ago 
bv Mr. Peabody of the Alaska S.S. Co., 
with A. Piers of the C. P. It. steam- 
ship service, whereby the Alaska S.S. 
Co. was to operate their steamer on 
an alternate schedule with the Princess 
Victoria during the summer months and 
lo have tho route, free front competition, 
from the beginning of October to March. 
Agreement Is Cancelled 

It was purl of the agreement that it 
Wight be cancelled with a mouth's no- 
tice, and some days ago this notice of 
the intention of the C. P. R. i» end tho 
arrangement was given lo Ihe Alaskan 
S.S. Co. Copt. J. W. Troup, superinten- 
dent of the ('. P. R. S.S. Co., and 13. J. 
ifjoyle and B. W. Greer, general passen- 
ger mid freight agents of the O. P. P., 
wont to Seattle on Thursday to com- 
plete the arrangements with llie odieials 
of the Alaska S.S. Co. 

Since Hit! Indianapolis lias been oper- 



ated exclusively, following the retire- 
ment of the steamer Princess Victoria 
from the route, it has been generally 
held that she is not a suitable steamer 
for tho winter service. The steamer, 
however her sea worthy characteristics 
may be, is not provided with sufficient 
accommodation. There are only nine 
staterooms. 1 1 or owners realized Hie 
unsuitability of the steamer to give the 
service tho business between the two 
ports demanded, and the steamer Iro- 
quois, a lake steamer, similar in build, 
but tilted with staterooms and accom- 
modation for over 300 passengers, was 
bought for $175,(100 at Detroit for Hie 
Victoria-Scuttlo route. This vessel, 
which is now en route. Is not due until 
January. 

Board of Trade's Triumph 

Some weeks ago the Board of Trade 
appointed a special committee to bring 
the matter of the unsuitability of Ihe 
Indianapolis for the requirements -of the 
service to Hie attention of Hie C. P. Ri< 
and requested that company to place a. 
steamer in service. At that time a tele- 
gram was sent to Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy by the board, and Ihe result has- 
been that after consideration the C. P. 
It. company has decided to place a 
steamer in service, instead of waiting 
until March. 

Steoinvr Princess Beatrice, which will 
be placed on the Sound run, is now on 
her way to Skagway, for which port 
she sailed via Port Simpson and other 
ports, on Tuesday night. 'She is expect- 
ed to reach port about Thursday or Fri- 
day, ami will at once be made ready for 
hoi- now service. 



SEIZED BT SHERIFF 

Bondholders of Elevator at Que- 
bec Take Railway to Sat- 
isfy Judgment 



Montreal, Nov. 23.— The Canadian 
Northern Railway 'company which runs 
from Hnwkeabury. Quo., with ^branch 
lines from Montreal to Juliette and 
which is controlled by afacjienzib '& 
Maun, was seized by a sheriff today to 
satisfy the bondholders of an elevator 
at Quebec. The elevator was built by 
the railway company which turned it 
over to the elevator company, guaran- 
teeing the bonds as to principal and in- 
terest. Tho elevator company failed to 
meet the interest payments and the 
bondholders sued the jrttilway company 
and received judgment. The railway 
company appealed the case, urging that 
it had no right to guarantee the bonds, 
but the court of review upheld the judg- 
ment of the trial court. It was the in- 
tention of the company to appeal the 
case to the supreme court and then to 
the privy council, but it neglected to file 
security or appeal and the seizure Was 
made. The elevator is located at Quebec 
and has failed to pay its own way.

A direct mall stoanwlilp sen-Ire 
between Victoria, Vancouver ami New 
Zealand ports, with fast passenger steamers 
Ofl 0,000 ions or more, making the voyage 
In eighteen days, is contemplated, according 
to advices received by t lie steamer Mlo.wera 
from tile Antipodes yesterday morning. Sir 
Joseph Ward, premier, lias moved a reso- 
lution empowering the government of new 
Zealand to establish a til-weekly service 
for three years, with a .maximum payment 
of $100,000 per annum. The steamers are 
to 1)0 not less than (1,000 tons with refriger- 
ating elm in hers and chilled chambers for 
the carriage of fruit and dairy produce, fast 
passenger carriers, well lilted for modern 
passenger travel, and the time between 
Vancouver and New Zealand Is not to ex- 
ceed eighteen days. The proposal, together 
with the resolution for the betterment of 
the New Zealnnd-San Francisco mall ser- 
vice was being debated when the Miowora 
left Sydney, The motion for renewal of 
the Sua Francisco mall service proposes ah 
extension of three Tears on condition of 
payment not less t'uia iSTo.OOo or more than 
$100,000 n year, and a clause l« to he in- 
serted in the contract to the effect that, a 
larger and better class of steamers must be 
placed In service within two years, other- 
wise tile contract amy lie cancelled by giv- 
ing six moil tills notice. 

The proposed 'British Ctfmnbla-New Zea- 
land line would be a much better service 
than Is given between this port, Vancouver 
and Australia by the Canadian-Australian 
line, which makes monthly trips and has 
smaller steamers than those required for 
the Contemplated line. At present there 
is a freight service 'between ItrltK-h Colum- 
bia and New Zealand pons given by the 
steamers IJnconntaur and I'oudo of the 
Rlcknall Bros. Steamship company, estab- 
lished a few months ago and already secur- 
ing considerable trade. A subsidy of $100,- 
OOO is paid Jointly by Canada and New 
Zealand for this service. The Pondo on her 
last voyage to New Zealand ports was tilled 
to her capacity, and was obliged to leave 
freight behind, and I he Buccutaur, which 
sailed about a week ago, also bad a large 
cargo. At the present time an exhibition 
Is being held at Chrlstchureu, New Zealand, 
and Cauda lias placed a large exhibit there, 
die same being carried freight free from 
th" Dominion by the Bueknall steamers. 
Those exhibits are attracting the attention 
of New Zealand Importers to Canada. 

Steamer Miowora had an uneventful pas- 
sage. She brought a large cargo, and 158 
passengers, the majority of whom, 121 in 
all, debarked at this port. There were 50 
Japanese from Hawaii en route to Seattle. 
The cargo included 300 bags of coffee from 
Ilawal. consigned to It. p. Illthet & Co., 
and some shipments of eocoannt oil for lo- 
cal soap makers. For Vancouver the .steam- 
er bad shipments of 4,300 carcases of frozen 
mutton. -100 tons of raw sugar from the 
Fiji Islands, hides, lumber and general 
freight. 

The Miowora left Svdnev, October 20th, 
and Brisbane October 31st. She experienc- 
ed fresh southeast winds and rcugh yen to 
VYalpolc Island, thence light variable winds 
to Suva, which port was reached Novem- 
ber (5th. Next day the steamer continued, 
passing Wallis Island same day and Duke 
of Clarence Island 011 November St h. Thence 
variable winds were encountered to banning 
Island, heaving the "cable station Novem- 
ber 12tb, the .steamer had northeast trades 
and rough sen to contend with to arrival 
at Honolulu, November loth. The Ha- 
waiian port was left the same day and 
strong easterly winds and rough sea with 
cloudy went her marked the voyage to JS 
north! Thence light wind, hauling by south 
to west and moderate swell was experienc- 
ed to Flattery. 

The steamer proceeded to Vancouver 
nbout 10 o'clock.

REPORTS ON SOILS OF 
QUEEN CHARLOTTE ISLANDS 

Prof. Shutt Gives Information of 
Interest to All Having 
Swamp Lands 



The following report by Prof. Frank T, 
Shutt, chemist, Centrad experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, on soils from Queen Char- 
lotte Island, collected by the Itev. C. Har- 
rison and sent by ,1. It. Anderson, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, for analysis, Is 
published by request, as the Information 
contained therein should be of general In- 
terest to all .those who have auv area of 
swamp hind la reclaim. 

No. 1. A deep black, well decomposed 
-muck, showing little or no Ulbrous struct 
urc, but containing a few small pieces of 
semi-rotten wood, a very little sand 
throughout the sample (evidently derived 
from underlying layer) and a few fragments 
of shells. Practically neutral to test pa- 
per. 

This Is the most promising soil of the 
series. 

Xo. U. A. brownish muck of a somewhat 
patty consistency and full of flue, undo- 
composed root fibre: Shows no sand or 
shells. Acid re-adieu. 

Xo. 3. A tine, powdery, brown muck 
with a very little sand scattered through 
It, and some root fibre. Strong acid re- 
action. 

Xo. 4. A brownish-grey muck, eontall- 
lug more sand than nnv others of the 
series, with a few pebbles. 

These would be commonly known as 
iiuick soils as they consist essentially of 
seml-decompoeod vegetable matter. Strict- 
ly speaking, they eonid scarcely lie con- 
sidered soils, since the torn soil Implies the 
presence of disintegrated rock matter, sand 
and clay, which Is practically wanting In 
this series of samples, save, perhaps, lu 



Towards the reclamation of areas cover- 
ed with tills vegetable deposit, drainage Is 
of first Importance. Tills Is necessary to 
retrieve superfluous water and lower" Hie 
level at which ii stands In the soil, to al- 
low the air to enter the soli and to en- 
courage a "firming" or settling of the land. 
.Hindis are > naturally neid or sour— a pro- 
perly more or less Injurious to farm crops- 
ami ilrniuage will be found of considerable 
value in sweeting them. Ditches will na- 
turally prt le tile drains, but alone are 

seldom sufficient lo satisfactorily drain the 
(and. 

To render such soils more suitable to 
the majority of crops it is desirable to 
make additions of sand and clay, in which, 
already stated, mucks are naturallv do- 
llclent. This can lie brought about where 
the depth of the deposit is nut too great, 
by deep ploughing or trenching. If tin' 
subsoil is not too great a depth to make 
-licit Impracticable, clay or sand, or both 
may* bp hauled mi to the muck, spread and 
worked Into the land with the disc harrow, 
lln account of the expense of hauling, this 
bitter method Is seldom feasible save for 
•mull crops. 

II Is in the mineral elements of plant 
food — phosphoric neld potash ami lline— 
that mucks are .more particularly poor. One 
method to cheaply supply this mineral need 
s to burn the upper few Inches of the muck 
■u- peal, the ash thus formed' beln.g e»ffl- 
"lent for the crops of several seasons. This 
burning must be done when the tire Mill 
not go too deep, i.e., when the nurfucp 
"lily is dry. otherwise the whole deposll 
nay be destroyed and more harm than good 
r< .-ult. 

Fertilizers 

The character of tin- fcltllhtcra most use- 
rnl for such land will alreadv have been 
Inferred from what lias been said regard- 
ing flu' character and natural deficiencies 
of mueks and peals. They must be those 
thill correct -sourness, and thus favor do- 
•ay of the muck, and also furnish potash, 
phosphoric neld mid lime. The best of all 
fertilizers Is wood ashes, since they answer 
bath requirement^. A heavy dressing may 
be given to the shallow ploughed land and 
harrowed In. I. line, marl and "gas lime" 
en ii nil be used lo advantage, bill arc not 
to valuable as wood ashes. A substitute 

for wood « sin » may I Hide as follows: 

'Mnslc slag (phosphate powder) ."><>!) . lbs., 
muriate of potash. 200 lbs. tier acre. Spread 
on the plau-rheil land and Incorporate with 
the soli by harrowing. 

As to crops, the best for several years 
will be timothy anil clover— the mixture 
containing some red-top and nlslke. After 
II lime Ihe soil will become more compact 
and. If Hi" foregoing suggestions are cur- 
ried out, bettor adaplcd to far rops lu 

general, vegetables 1 small fruits. 

Willi regard to the value or iletdrablllty 
of applying barnyard immure In such lands, 

It mny be stated that nltl gh muck Is very 

rich In nitrogen, this clement Ih not present 
In Ihe crude material before reclamation 



In a condition useable bv plants, and eon- 
seqciitly benefit often follows a dressing 
or manure. T8he manure 1* also useful In 
Introducing bacteria Into the soil that favor 
decay and 'liberation of plant food. This 
being aeeo-inpllslied, however, It should In- 
kept In mind that mineral fertilizers, rath- 
er than organic manures, arc Ihe most 
needed and will prove the must profitable."

Bella Coola's Requirements Are Set 
Forth in a Petition to 
the Government 



Apart from the reception of tho re- 
pent of II. P. Bell, «[ion tho question of 
tlie bridging of Seymour narrows, the 
mos( imporluul mutter to come before 
the council of the board of trade lit 
its' uiocthig yesterday moruing was con- 
tained in a letter from K. 1'. Kitiiet & 
Co. This concluded with the intimation 
that if tlie San Francisco steamers had 
to pay pilotuge because of calling here, 
as was threatened, and which point was 
now under consideration in the San 
Kranciseo courts, Victoria would have 
to be cat out as a port of call. The com- 
munication was as follows: 
V. Klwortiiy, Secretary Hoard of Trade, 
Victoria; 

Rear Sir,.. We tiro in receipt of a letter 
from J. l'. Pord, vice-president and geuornl 
manager of thin i-oinpany, in which be 
makes the fellowine .statements rc'ardlng 
pilotage: 

"Upon looking over oar records I find Unit 
our pilotage charges at Victoria amount to 
about ?;lo0 per month. The charges at Van- 
couver are about $1100 per month. Wo Uo 
not use the government pilots either at Vic- 
toria or Vancouver and the amounts paid' 
out by us are a tax upon our vessels with- 
out any ret ara whatever. 

"We could possibly afford to continue to 
pay tax ni Victoria, for which we get no 
return, were it not for the fact that the 
pilots at San Francisco have brought suit 
ngulnst us to compel us to pay pilotage 
there, by reason of the fact that our ves- 
sels touch at Victoria, and therefore come 
into San Francisco from a foreign port. 
The compulsory ehargrtj are very heavy at 
San Francisco. We do not use the pilots 
1 there ami there Is no reason why we should 
nay for I heir services. The matter Is now 
I in court and ir It Is decided that we liave 
| to pay pilotage there, by reason of oar 
— els touching at Victoria,. t)>%ic charges, 
ther with the charges we arc obliged to 
pay In your harbor, will probirbly cause us 
to cut out the Victoria call by our San 
Francisco steamers. 

"We should lie glad If you would have 
till above sinnmitted to your honorable 
board for their Information.

The petitiou which has been forward- 
ed to Hon. It. V. Green, chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, is appended: 

Bella Cooln, B. ('., October 1st, lilOil, 
The lion. II. ty Green, Chief Coau'iulsslouer 
or Lands rind Works, Victoria, B.C.: 

Sir.— We, the committee elected in public 
meeting by residents of lioMu Coola, Ootsa 
Lake, Francois Luke, Anahain' Lake and 
ClillcotlU countries, held at Bella Coola on 
Kept. 20, 1006, ask the government to devise 
ways and means for Improving the com- 
munications with the Interior settlements, 
and beg to show reason why the sum of 
$3,00(1 lie spent Immediately 'to better the 
condition of this trail. 

We respectfully., submit for your consid- 
eration the following resolution which was 
unanimously passed at the aforesaid meet- 
ing: 

"We. residents of Bella Coola and Inter- 
ior, in public meeting assembled, do re- 
quest the government of British Columbia 
to appropriate the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) to Improve the trail from 
Bella Coola to the Interior at the coming 
session of tin- legislature." 

It .has been thoroughly Investigated and 
found that Bella Coola Is far the most 
feasible route daring the whole year to the 
Chllcotln, Ann.hum Lake, Oorsa Lake and 
1-Taneols Lake settlements, pack horses 
uslug the trull for several years past. Three 
fourths of this trail has been built by pri- 
vate Individuals and we now request the 
government to conic forward und aid us In 
Improving this, as the traffic has now In- 
creased to such an extent that during the 
lust seven mouths almost 1,<XXI head of 
pack horses .have gone Into the interior with 
goods. In addition to this, several bands 
of cattle have been driven In by settlers. 
The trail In its present, condition adds .seri- 
ously to tJie cost of transportation, ns, rate 
of travel Is very slow unit horses and 
goods are lost utmost every trip through 
the had state of lite trail. This the set- 
tlers cannot Afford mad It Is- the cause of 
■the coantrv not .bcing.unore rapidly settled. 
It Is almost luipossthj* to take families- In.; 
with fhe trail as.lt Ik bat the expenditure 
of tills -money' will improve It sufficiently 
to come In more numerously, and tills route 
will provide an outlet from tup Interior 
during every mouth of the year. 

There are settlers nor f.-.r sixty miles 
up the Bella Coola v;,iiey. and eventually a 
wagon road will have lo be built for their 
benefit. This will place n road within 
twenty miles of the next settlement, to 
which place and on to the furlhcr settle- 
ments at Ootsti, Francois and Chllcbtln 
countries It Is very easy to make a road, 
the timber being entirely different in the 
interior to what It Is In the valley. This 
shows that this Improvement to the trail 
now asked for will be a permanent ,o.ne and 
can be made use of for future purposes 
should it lie found necessary to nun said 
trail In the future Into a wa.gon road.

German New Guinea Coast Vil- 
lages Swept After Severe 
Earthquakes 



News of alarming earthquake shocks 
in German New Guinea, in the Bis- 
marck archipelago, followed by tidal 
waves, yvhich devastated native villages 
for a distance of -f(i or 50 miles, caus- 
ing much loss of life among the natives, 
was received by tlie steamer Miowera, 
which arrived yesterday morning from 
the South Seas. Capt. l'rejawa, of the 
'Germau steamer Siar, which readied 
■Sydney, Australia, reported that when 
anchored near Fiuclrafen, iiis steamer 
rolled and vibrated considerably, he 
thinking the cable had parted and the 
vessel been driven ou a feci', until in- 
vestigation showed the shock was due 
to seismic disturbances. .Next morning 
the effect was plain ashore; gaping fis- 
sures being visible in tlie mountains. A 
tidal wave swept in upon the low-Jying 
coastal districts, houses and boats being 
carried away, ami the country devastat- 
ed for over -10 miles. At Uhiassl Isl- 
and, in Dumpier Straits, the tidal wave 
wrought great havoc, hardly a native 
hut being left. Most of the blacks es- 
caped by -making their way to the high-' 
lands, v where they remained until the 
lidal 'wave -abated. ' Steaming along the 
New Guinea Coitst, (.'apt. -l'rejawa slat- 
ed lie silW; fissures clearly fu, the moun- 
tain sithis, some being fully 200 feet 
long and 100 feet deep. .The olily Euro- 
pean property destroyed was the Ger- 
man mission station, the buildings being 
washed away wjth their contents. Capt. 
Prejnwa was una hie to estimate tlie loss 
of life, but thought it considerable. 

Some time ago cable advices reported 
from Perth, Australia, records of an 
earthquake the location of which scient- 
ists were unable to determine. Advices 
received by the Miowera include an in- 
terview witli Mr. Cooke. Australian gov- 
ernment astronomer, who said, discuss- 
ing the tremors recorded at the l'erih 
observatory early in October: "Th.ere 
cannot lie the slightest doubt thai a 
very severe disturbance has taken place. 
We observed that the pendulum or tlie 
seismograph was moving on Tuesday, 
but tin' film lasts for eight days, und as 
it would have had. in any case, to be 
charged today, we did not remove il un- 
til yesterday morning. 

Can you tell bow far distant the 
earthquake was approximately'/ 

I should say within 1,500 miles. It is 
possible this disturbance occurred at 
sea. as measuring that distance west 
and south of Perth brings you right in 
the Southern ocean. On the other hand, 
.lava and other islands in the .lava sea 
come within thai radijis, in a northerly 
direction. In fact, thai is not an unlike- 
Iv place for an eartliiiuake to occur. The 
Island of Ivrnkatoa, in the Straits of 
Siinda. which separates tlie Islands of 
.lava and Sumatra, was visited with a 
most disastrous earthquake in ISS.'I.

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nAIL TO THE MAINLAND. 

The report of Mr. H. P. Bell, C. E„ 
on the cost of connecting "Vancouver 
Island with the transcontinental rail- 
way systems by way of a series of 
bridges has been sent to the Board of 
Trade. The Investigation was or- 
dered by the Department of Railways 
and Canals at the request of Hon. Mr. 
Tompleman,, who was asked by the 
Board of Trade to have an official re- 
port on tiie subject made. It was 
hoped by the board that the govern- 
ment would have seen its way clear 
to send out an engineer to make a new 
examination of the ground, but this 
has not been done, and Mr. Bell's re- 
port is therefore based upon data in 
the hands of the Department. 

.Mr. Hell's estimate of cost for a 
railway from the head of Bute Inlet 
to Comox Is ?25,4S7,671, of which 
amount upwards of $7,000,000 are for 
a railway on Vancouver Island and 
the Mainland, leaving the cost of the 
orldges at approximately $1S,000,000. 
This is a much smaller sum than we 
had been led to expect, and presents 
no serious obstruction to the consum- 
mation of this highly important 
project. The interest on $18,000,000 
at 3 per cent per year is $510,000; the 
construction of the bridges would un- 
questionably add 50.0UO people to the 
population of Vancouver Island before 
the work was completed; and these 
50,000 people would contribute to the 
revenue of the country very much 
more money annually than would be 
required to pay this interest. There- 
fore, the investment would be a good | 
one from the standpoint of the Do 
minion treasury, even if the traffic 
over the line would not Itself be suffi- 
cient to pay the interest upon the cost 
of construction. 

We confess to great disappointment 
at the attitude of the Times towards 
this great undertaking. It tells us 
that the report "settles the question 
of direct rail connection between 
Victoria and the Bast for the time 
being." Our view is quite otherwise. 
AVe look upon the report as bringing 
this all-rail connection within the 
scope of immediate action. "We sin- 
cerely hope that our contemporary 
will reconsider what it lias said, and 
join with the Colonist In contending 
(hat a great and valuable territory 
like Vancouver Island and great har- 
bors like those at Victoria, Esquimau 
and elsewhere ought not to be cut off 
from direct connection with the trans- 
continental railway systems for the 
lack of an expenditure of $18,000,000, 
or not more than twice as much as it 
will cost to bridge the St. Lawrence 
at Quebec. 

We note what Mr. Bell, and, follow- 
ing him, the Times have to say about 
the possibility of using ferries. There 
is nothing new in tills. It was not 
necessary to ask Mr. Bell to tell us 
that car-ferries can be safely run in 
the northern waters. We have proof 
of that every day of our lives across 
water stretches much more formidable 
than those which separate Vancouver 
Island from the Mainland in the 
vicinity of Bute Inlet. What we need 
is' a complete all-rail connection, and 
we ought not to rest in our efforts 
until this has boon secured. 

What ought now to he done requires 
very careful consideration. We know 
the outside limit of what the desired 
work will cost. We know also that, 
when it is constructed, it will be used 
by at least four great railway lines, 
namely, the Canadian Pacific, the 
Canadian Northern, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Vancouver, Westmin- 
ster & Yukon, which Is to be a part of 
the Great Northern Railway system. 
The man who studies the land map 
and tin- ocean charts carefully, and 
who considers the accessibility of the 
harbors, will see at once that. If this 
link were provided, all these roads 
would use it in order to obtain access 
to the splendid ocean harbors of Van- 
couver Island. 

It Is a matter of surijrl.se that Mr. 
Bell should have felt It necessary to 
go out of ills way to throw cold water 
upon the project, by reminding us that 
the amount of money required to build 
the bridges would pay for a railway 
from Comox to Seymour Narrows and 
across the province by the shortest 
route, which is that by which Mr. Bell 
ran an exploratory survey some twelve 
or thirteen years ago. This Is not an 
especially valuable piece of informa- 
tion, and has absolutely no bearing 
upon the case. Moreover, no one Is 
asking the Dominion government to 
build such a line. The railway com- 
panies already in existence will do 
this. What we want, and what we 
can get, If we go to work determined 
to secure it, is connection between 
these railways and the ocean ports of 
this Island. 

Mr. Bell informs us that the rock In 
Seymour Narrows that has always 
been thought of as a foundation for u 
pier can easily ho blown out. It uan 
bo much more easily left In. And If 
it Is possible to build crib-work upon 
it in order to blast It away, itj would 



seem to the lay mind to be equally 
possible to build crib-work upon it to 
lay a concrete foundation upon which 
to rest a pier and thus divide the dis- 
tance to be bridged, thereby greatly 
reducing the cost. He Is confessedly 
In the dark as to what can be done to 
lessen the expense of the line else- 
where than at Seymour Narrows, and 
his observations upon this point 
strengthen the case for a fresh exam- 
ination of the country by an engineer, 
for the purpose of seeing If the data 
available at present cannot be supple- 
mented with Information calculated to 
show that the undertaking is not even 
as serious as represented. 

The Colonist will refer to this sub- 
ject again, and in taking leave of it 
for the present wishes to add its con- 
viction that the campaign is now only 
fairly opened. It must bo waged with 
determination until it is crowned with 
success. 

THE WONDERFUL WEST. 

President Moore, of the Roc'k Island 
Railway system, In a speech delivered 
about a year ago, said: "If Christo- 
pher Columbus had discovered Cali- 
fornia. Maine would not have been 
discovered yet." The expression Is, 
o£ course, an exaggeration, and we 
have not the least doubt that some 
.severely practical people will object 
that Columbus couldi not have discov- 
ered California, which we may just as 
well admit for the sake of saving time. 
But the point holds good all the 
same, The natural wealth, climate 
and general quality of the western half 
of North America are vastly superior 
to those of the eastern half. This is 
true of Canada; it is true of the 
United States. For illustration let us 
follow a few of the parallels of lati- 
tude. 

The thirty-fifth parallel passes 
through Southern California, a delight- 
ful land, almost tropical in its vege- 
tation, a land of perpetual summer; 
on the Atlantic side it crosses the 
Carollnas, which are by no means to 
be compared with the western region 
as a place for a home or a held for 
industry. The fortieth parallel passes 
through Northern California, a land 
far in advance by nature of the region 
around New York, where it reaches 
the Atlantic. Ice und snow hold the 
eastern country In bondage for a 
greater or less period every year; they 
are negligible factors on the Pacltic 
Coast. The forty-fifth parallel crosses 
Northern Oregon, one of the fairest 
regipns in the world; on the Atlantic 
Coast it traverses Maine, a rough and 
hard country, where the winter cold is 
a serious drawback; It also passes 
through Nova Scotia, where climatic 
conditions, though less rigorous than 
in Maine, because of the proximity of 
the Gulf Stream, are still suflleicntly 
severe. The wealth of Oregon Is 
vastly greater than that of the part of 
the Atlantic Coast across which this 
parallel runs. The fiftieth parallel 
traverses Vancouver Island, the lower 
Frascr valley, the delightful land of 
Yale and Kootcnay, the rich farm and 
pasture lands of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba. It reaches the 
Atlantic on the lower confines of Lab- 
rador and thence passes on across 
Newfoundland, where winter's reign 
begins early, owing to the effect of the 
great Polar current. The fifty-fifth 
parallel finds In British Columbia the 
rich valleys of the Bulkley and the 
Nechaco; it crosses the mountains 
where there 13 an abundance of min- 
eral and timber; it "passes on across 
fertile plains; but berore It reaches 
the Atlantic It traverses the heart of 
Labrador, in a region reckoned as too 
far north for the growth of true for- 
ests. The sixtieth parallel In British 
Columbia is in a region that is well 
fitted for habitation, and rich in great 
resources of mineral and forest. East 
of the mountains it runs across a 
country quite as suitable as land on 
the Atlantic Coast fifteen degrees fur- 
ther south. it reaches the Atlantic 
in the bleak regions lying north of 
Labrador. 

So much for climate. If we take 
note of other resources the difference 
in favor of the West will be yet more 
evident. Therefore we And plenty of 
evidence to support the statement of 
President Moore, not, of course, In its 
literal sense, but in that in which he 
employed it.

A BASELESS CRITICISM. 

Mr. Mflcdonnld, leader of lie provin- 
cial Opposition, thinks that Mr. Me- 
Bride ought to have asked the provin- 
cial conference for the 3,500,000 acres 
of land, which the Dominion is entitled 
to select in llio Peace River valley. In 
Ins first interview after the Premier had 
returned from Ottawa, Mr. Mncdonald 
confessed that lie did not know where 
lie was at, and lie makes the fact quite 
clear by (he criticism referred to. He 
ought to have gone a little further mid 
told us just what the premiers of the 
other provinces have to say about that 
3,500,000 acres, [f Mr. McBride had 
taken up that subject at the conference, 
ho would doubtless have been told that 
the matter was one resting wholly with 
the Dominion government, with whom 
the bargain was originally made. Sure- 
ly the Leader or the Opposition docs not 
take the position that Rritish Columbia 
must ask the premiers of the other prov- 
inces for everything that it wants. 

The provincial conference was called 
for the purpose of considering certain 
matters having a bearing upon the rela- 
tions of all the provinces to the Domin- 
ion. As the facts come out slowly we 
learn that it was the insistence! of Mr. 
Gouin, premier of Quebec, t lint led to 
the llivitittlou being extended to tnc 
provinces to lie represented. In !!)<):> 
a conference had been held at which 
certain resolutions were' adopted, and 
Quebec, being in very great need of (he 
money, provided for by those resolu- 



tions. Mir. Gouin, being supported by ti 
very strong majority of the Quebec rep- 
resentation in the House of Commons, 
■was easily able to persuade Sir Wilfrid 
Laurlcr that he ought to call a confer- 
ence. There is not the ghost of a doubt 
that all that was intended was to re- 
affirm the resolutions of 1902, and ask 
the Dominion government to give effect 
to them. If Mr. McBride had bee-?, con- 
tent with this, the meeting would have 
lasted only a short time, and all would 
have gone as merry as a marriage: bell. 
But Mr. McBride was not satisfied witli 
any such a performance. In the light of 
what has happened since, one is justi- 
fied in supposing that word was seut out 
from Ottawa to the Liberal press of 
British Columbia to the effect that (he 
whole proceedings of the meeting had 
been cut and dried in advance; other- 
wise it is impossible to account for their 
statements that Mr. McBride was going 
to Ottawa simply to make political cap- 
ital for himself. As he went invited 
by the Liberal Premier of Canada, one 
would have supposed that the papers in 
this province supporting Sir Wilfrid 
would have taken tpiite a different atti- 
tude towards Mr. McBridc's mission. 
Hence we assume that they knew in ad- 
vance the sort of a reception he would 
encounter. They knew that the con- 
ference was called to reaffirm the Que- 
bec resolutions of 1002, and hence that 
if Mr. McBride asked for anything more 
for this province he would be met by a 
refusal. Therefore the effect of his re- 
quest and the refusal had to he dis- 
counted, and hence the otherwise unex- 
plainahle attitude of the local Liberal 
press to deal solely with the Quebec 
resolutions, so far as the financial rela- 
tions of the provinces and the Dominion 
were concerned. There were some other 
matters of a more or less academic na- 
ture, which were to come up, but these 
would not involve much discussion, find 
were certainly not worth calling a con- 
ference for. Everything was going on 
swimmingly until Mr. McBride pleaded 
for special recognition for his province, 
und then the trouble began. 

Now we would be glad to have Mr. 
'Mncdonald explain, if he can, at what 
stage of the proceeding Mr. McBrido 
ought to have asked the other provincial 
premiers to consent to the abandon- 
ment by the Dominion of its claim to 
the Peace Hiver lands, and why he 
ought to have asked them in any event, 
even if the opportunity to do so had 
arisen. Docs Mr. Mncdonald wisli it to 
bo understood that he would have sub- 
mitted that matter to the decision of the 
provincial premiers? We hardly think 
be can ask us to believe that. Docs he 
not see the great difference between 
such a request and the special consider- 
ation by reason of conditions of a per- 
manent nature to which ho declared in 
the legislature the province is , entitled'.' 
We fear that further consideration has 
not enabled Mr. Mncdonald to get his 
bearings upon this very important sub- 
ject, and if he muddles it so badly now, 
what position will be find himself in 
when he discusses the question face to 
face with members of the government in 
the legislature? The Peuce River lands 
and better terms are quite distinct, al- 
though the acquisition of the land by 
the Dominion government will greatly 
strengthen the claim of this province for 
special linuneiul consideration. If the 
lands are not taken, hut are left in the 
bands of the province, there will still 
remain the unquestioned case for better 
terms, to which Mr. Macdonttld in his 
place in the House gave his full ad- 
herence, and about which he declared 
the government had not gone far enough. 
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AS TO RECIPROCITY. 

In Ills speech at Chicago Mr. J. ,T. Hill 
-pointed .out fchat the average tariff on 
articles entering the United -States from 
Canada Is 40.88 nor cent., while that Jo vied 
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by Canada on dutiable, j;ooils ■ coining in 
from the United States Is 2-1.83 per cent. 
It Is net so certain that tthe remedy for this 
onequal arrangement is to be found In the 
Immediate negotiation of a reciprocity 
treaty. If the United .States desires better 
trade relations with Canada the first step 
should be to induce Congress at .Washing- 
ton to reduce the American duties to a 
level with the duties maintained by Canada 
against the republic. When that 'has been 
done we will have substantial evidence of 
the desire of the American people to miilu- 
talu fair trade relations with Mils country 
and -then will he the time to consider If 
any further .step should he taken — Toronto 
No \va. 



MARRYING YANKEE GIRLS. 

As for fear that the intermarriage of 
these British bachelors with American girls 
will lead to a national annexation, (but is 
hardly worth flic; lul; it takes to record It. 
These Intermarriage alliances are quite as 
apt to work t Ik? other way. The .British 
Influence hi the home lias- on Its side exist- 
ing political conditions and all the commer- 
cial and Industrial forces which make of 
our people such well-established Imperial- 
ists; but If it were not for the Intrusion 
of tills British element, the Jionie made up 
wholly of American settlers, hlght he Im- 
pervious to tltese Influences. In any case, 
if, in the long run, it does not appeal' to 
our people that they will be better off as 
'British than as American, no amount of 
hereditary prejudice can keep them so; 
and this conviction for or against British 
connection will tint upon facts quite as ap- 
parent to the German, to the American or 
to any other foreigner as to the sou of Old 
Canada, or of Old England.— Montreal .Star. 



PAPER-MAKING IN CANADA. 

••Sir Will hull Van Home," says a Toronto 
journal, "believes this country Is making a 
mistake in allowing the export to the Unit- 
ed States of spruce and spruce pulp for pa- 
per manufacture, lie pointed out at the 
aunuul meeting of the 'Lauren tide t'aper 
company that ti cord of pulp-wood yields to 
all interests la Camilla, the Individual, the 
government and the transportation compan- 
ies, only six dollars. The same cord con- 
verted into ground wood pulp would yield 
•flo; If made Into sulphite pulp, $'.1; and If 
lie Into paper at least .flit!. With these 
us priori facts Sir William makes the logical 
and eminently common sense deduct ion 
that It would be to the Interest of this 
country to have the spruce converted Into 
paper at lioane. A small export duty on 
pulp-wood and on pulp would force the 
American capitalists to establish mills In 
Canada. This Is always economically desir- 
able, and certainly It would be the result, 
for limber limits In the United Stutea -are 
getting scarcer every year. The Ameri- 
cano umst come to this country .for their 
pulp. Why should they not come here for 
their paper?— St, j«hii Telegraph.

ANOTHER CANADIAN RAILWAY. 

That .1. J. HIM has the coinage of his 
convictions regarding the bright future of 
the Canadian West Is shown by the exten- 
sions of his railway system on (his tdde of 
the boundary. The report Issued for the 
fiscal year ending with .Tune last, contains 
a summary of the new extensions which 
have been under way during the past twelve 
months. Although the mileage Is not glvcn 
for all of the extrusions. It Is CiUliuated by 
The Hallway Age that the Hill corporation 
has not less than H'o miles of now line 
under const ruction, of which -tin mile* are 
in Canada, Bin miles in Montana, 1U8 .miles 
in North Dakota. II miles In Minnesota, 
and -14 miles In Washington. 

Ot this mileage It Is estimated that 331 
miles will be completed by Juuuary 1. 
which will leave ."i'.'t miles 'to be finished 
next year. The report states that surveys 
for several other new lines have been 
made or are In progress, tint no details re- 
garding them are given. The records of 
'I'hc Hallway Age show that the extensions 
surveyed or under survey Include lines 
from Dewey Lake, Minn., to International 
'Halts, 78 miles; rroin Warwick to Mluot, 
X. I)., 100 miles, anil from Wenatchee via 
Orovlllo. Wash., to the international boun- 
dary line, 130 .miles, a total of 828 miles. 
These figures added to the K7."i miles being 
built make a total of 1,303 miles under con- 
struction or projected by the Croat North- 
ern system, without taking Into considera- 
tion the transi'ontllie'li'tal line across Can- 
ada from Winnipeg to Penile, B. ('., 8T>0 
miles, it Is hard to realize that these Can- 
adian routes are in themselves a gigantic 
railway system. They seem to lose their 
Importance lu comparison with the pro- 
jected .phins of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and Canadian Northern. Canada Is coming 
to her own In transportation as In other 
enterprises.— Toronto Globe. 



The lot lor or Bithel & Co., agents of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship company, 
which appears in the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Council of the Board of 
Trade, is of very great importance. Ap- 
parently the question, which the people 
of Victoria will have to decide is 
whether it is better to insist upon com- 
pulsory pilotage or have the San Fran- 
cisco boats slop calling here. The 
question is a very serious one. Not to 
mention the great Inconvenience which 
business men and the traveling com-

An Exhaustive Report Is Pre- 
pared for Government by 
H. P. Bell, C. £.

"In crossing the islands, heavy rock 
excavation, and probably a few short

"Taking everything into consideration, 
the work of construction on these eighty 
miles, lying between Wnddington harbor 
and Vancouver island, would be of a 
most formidable character. . 

"In Air. Smith's report for 1872, (page 
134) will be found an account of the ex- 
aminations he made from Seymour nar- 
rows along the west const of Vancouver 
island to Esquimalt. 

General Reconnaissance 
"I have myself, made a general re- 
eonnaoissance of portions of the country, 
and am satisfied from what 1 have seen 
and learned, that Ibis line would be gen- 
erally favorable with works of a moder- 
ate character. 

"Tho whole distance between Seymour 
narrows and Esquimau would be about 
100 miles; of this distance, 25 miles be- 
tween the latter place and Cowichan 
I would have heavy roi l; excavations. 
| From Cowichan to Nanaimollo miles, the 
! work would be somewhat lighter. The 
j remaining .1110 miles would be very fav- 
i orable. 

i "An exploration was made from the 
coast line to the harbor at the head of 
j tin' Alberni canal with satisfactory re- 
; suits. This examination showed that it 
| would be quite practicable to cany the 
railway hi the seaboard on the vest 
coast of Vancouver island by this route 
"Whatever point on the mainland be 
selected for the terminus of the Trans- 
continental railway, there can be no 
doubt that a line along the eastern coast 
of Vancouver island will, at no distant 
day. form part id' the railway .system 
of British Columbia. 

"Vancouver and adjacent islands of 
the Straits of Georgia possess sources 
of wealth hi coal and iron lying side by 
side capable of iiifniense development. 
The eastern const is believed to be rich- 
in these and other natural resources for 
nearly it.s entire length. From Cowichan 
to Seymour narrows, a distance of more 
than 130 miles, the geological survey has 
already obtained positive information, 
which leaves no doubt upon that head. 
The eastern coast of Vancouver island 
in addition to its mineral wealth is 
known to possess considerable tracts of 
excellent agricultural land, the climate is 
salubrious, and Willi" these elements of 
prosperity it cannot fail to become the 
centre of a large industrial population.

An Estimate Made That Sum 
$25,000,000 Would Bo Required 
to Span Big Waterway 



At yesterday morning's meeting of the 
council of the Board of Trade, the fol- 
lowing report, made by 11. I\ Hell. (.'. 
13.. al the request of the department of 
railways and canals, upon the question 
of bridging Seymour Narrows, was re- 
ceived, ll will lie considered at the 
next general meeting: 

Ottawa, Out.. Sept. I 1. 1000. 
Honorable II. It. IJinnierson, Minister of 
Railways and Canals, Ottawa, Out: 

Sir.— Upon the 14th day of .May. J'.IOli, 
1 received instructions from your depart- 
nieiii in make a report concerning all 
rail communication between Victoria, 
Vancouver Island, and the mainland of 
British Columbia. 

A clear introduction to llii.s subject 
will be found in a report of Sanford 
Fleming, then chief engineer of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, made to the 
Dominion government, and dated dan- 
nary 'Hi, 1874, part of which is as fol- 
lows: 

•'In order to ascertain how far ii may 
be practicable to reach Victoria, Esqui- 
malt, and other ports on Vancouver 
Island by a continuous line of railway 
from the mainland, a survey was made 
from Wnddington harbor uil the head of 
Bute inlet. Tho survey extended along 
the northwesterly shore of Bute inlei 
to Ynldes island and passed over to 
Vancouver island at Seymour narrows: 
from this an exploration Mas made along 
the easterly shore to Esquirnnlt and to 
the harbor at the head of the Alberni 
canal or inlet. 

"Fob a distance of about 50 miles 
from Wnddington harbor, the only 
course for the line is to follow the 
of the high rocky uiou II faiths that OX- 1 
tend along Bute inlet. On this section 
a great number of tunnels varying from course i- 
100 to 3,000 feet in length, through bluff tinuonsh 
rocky points would be indispensable, and thai thei 
the work generally, even with unusually 
sharp curvature, would be very heavy. 
Clear Span Bridges 

"Careful examination has established 
the fact that to reach Vancouver island 



Hie British Columbia railway sy.stem. 
with the mainland, by a direct unbroken 
line, such as thai projected across the 
Valdes group of islands, will be a diffi- 
cult and enormously expensive under- 
taking. Until the traffic he to some 
extent developed and the prospect jus- 
lif'y the outlay, a steam ferry suit- 
able for railway traffic can be easily 
established between Vancouver island 
and the terminus on the main shore, 
such us would probably for some time 
answer every purpose." 

The profile anil plans of the work to 
which litis report of Sir Sanford Flem- 
ing's refers, wore burned in I he lire thill 
destroyed tho government, Canadian Pa- 
cific railway survey offices in Ottawa 
during the winter of 1 STB to 187-1. 

These profiles were well known to 
sonic engineers, who examined them as 
a curiosity of engineering; there being 
no other profiles in the office for sin- 
gularity of physical features and weight 
of work to compare wilh tliem. The pro- 
tile was not only precipitous and vertical 
in many places, but in other instances 
overhung. 

The British Pacific Scheme . 
For Hie charter known some years 
ago as "the British Pacific railway" 
(being identical wilh l be route referred 
to by Sir Sanford Fleming's reporl of 
1874 1 some location survey work wa.s 
done upon ihr Vancouver island portion 
of the route. The result of this loca- 
tion work was lo confirm the reporl of 
Sir Sanford Fleming with regard In its 
favorable features. In the year 1895, 
a survey was made by the British Co- j 
lumbln legislature, which covered within' 
its terminal points the 80 miles nf line 
above referred lo and caused their rc- 
exaniina lion. 

Willi reference In Hie grading nf 
these SO miles between Seymour nar- 
rows and the head of Pule inlet, the re 
port of Sir Sanford Fleming, before re- 
ferred in states thai : 

"For a distance of iibottl 50 miles 
from SVaddingteMl harbor. the only 
course for the line is to follow Hie base 
of the high Kocky mountains thai ex- 
fend along Pule inlet. On .thi,s sec- 
tion a great, lumber of tunnels varying 



".coiite a considerable centre of population. 

■ 'But ■ -Vtiis - also - is unlikely because 
Frederick arm and Estero basin are 
nothing more than a salt witter lake with 
precipitous shores and .probably no an- 
chorage inside; unlit for harbor purposes 
unless the building of n dock on a steep 
side hill with no natural idling ground 
can be considered as sufficient nature] 
advantages for a harbor. A better point 
however, can be found at no great dis- 
tance, 

Bridge Would Bo High 

As regards the grading upon the 
thirty miles east of and terminating at 
Seymour narrows, it is to be observed 
that the bridge crossings would prob- 
ably have to bo kept as til Quebec — 150 
feet above high water level. 

Willi seven large bridges in a dis- 
tance of thirty miles, it would not be 
possible to rise and full between these 
bridges to any great extent, nor docs 
it seem likely that a direct high level 
line could be found in so rough a conn- 
try, or ns. Sir Sanford Fleming hits it, 
"In crossing the islands, heavy rock ex- 
cavations and probably a few short tun- 
nels would be required." 

The suspension bridges before re- 
ferred to would require piers for the 
navigable .channels of variable heights, 
ranging from 260 to 300 feet above wa- 
ter level. There would be 12 anchor- 
ages required for the cables of these 
bridges. 

It was found in the case of the Que- 
bec bridge that the quantity of masonry 
required for the suspension bridge de- 
signs was not greatly different from that 
required for the cantilever bridge. What- 
ever the style of construction adopted, 
so long a.s the requirements remained 
the same, the cost of the machinery 
would likely vary but Utile, 

The superstructure of the bridges en- 
umerated by Sir Sanford Fleming, and 
taken from' actual measurements upon 
tlie ground after careful examination of 
the crossings, have been approximately 
estimated as regards costs. All of those 
enumerated except one of 640 feet span 
have been estimated us single track, 
stiffened suspension bridges f capable of 
carrying the train load known as "es- 
pecial heavy," .sec p. 52 of the Dominion 
government general specifications for. 
steel bridges and viaducts, bearing date 
1005. 

Capacity of Bridge 

This load consists of two engines and 
their lenders, which occupy a total 
length of 109 feet and impose an aver- 
age load of about 0,054 pounds per foot 
run, supposed to be followed by an av- 
erage train load of 5,000 pounds per foot, 
Each one of these bridges is supposed 
to have one main span, and two side 
(or , approach) spans, the side span 
equal to one half flic length of the main 
spun. 

The general dimensions of these stiff- 
ened .suspension bridges from 1,100 to 
1,350 feet, both inclusive, arc as fol- 
lows; Average width of the Moors, 40 
feet. Versed sine or sag of the cable al 
the centre of the span one-tenth of the 
.span length. 

The strength estimated as given these 
bridges is governed by the Dominion 
government railway specifications before 
referred to where applicable, and where 
not applicable, as in the case of steel 
wire cables, the unit stress was taken 
at 40,000 pounds per square inch in ref- 
orni j erence to inexact that, such steel wir 
antl I can be prncurjed witli an ultima!

1 1 did not appear that these tunnels 
would be as numerous as ihe first line 
run suggested, provided thai very sharp 
curvature was used to avoid tllCU], bill 
the fuel remains that tunneling is neces- 
sary for any alignment upon which a 

fairly good sj d could be maintained. 

At Ihe head of Bute inlet (like ihe 
majority in British Columbia) the 
water shoals suddenly, and there is mil 
sufficiently wide urea for anchorage. 
When the wind blows up the inlet for 
even a few hours, it produces a ground 
swell, in ihe shoal water al the bend, 
that: must he seen to he conceivable. 

Being there on one occasion in a small 
schooner with an auxiliary propeller, it 
became necessary to anchor in the mouth 
of the Southgate river to prevent the 
masts going by the board.

There is, however, an Important factor 
to be reckoned with in making such com- 
parisons, that is. the width of the door 
required. A cantilever bridge 1,200'fnet 
in. length, properly requires by the Do- 
minion government specifications a floor 
00 feet wide; but a suspension bridge 
could be built with its much lateral stn- 
hilitv with half the width of floor, due 
to ihe fad thai iis points of support 
are so much above its centre of gravity 
as lo give il natural stability, thai is to 
say. ii is in stable equilibrium, and the 
cantilever bridge is not. When the loud 
In be carried is- perfectly symmetrical 
about the centre as iii a single track 
railway bridge, the circumstances arc 
favorable to the stiffened suspension 
bridge.

longs to a suspension bridge, a commis- 
sion of officers of United Stirles engi- 
neers have reported as follows: 

"The army board devoted considerable 
intention to ibis question, It. remarked 
thai, the great distinction between the 
stable equilibrium of a suspension 
bridge, which cannot break down from 
the failure of any stiffening member, 
and the unstable equilibrium of a truss, 
arch or cantilever bridge, in which the 
failure of a member may involve the 
collapse of the entire bridge, ought to 
receive full recognition in the adoption 



of unit stresses and safely factors. 
Again, tln< hoard remarked thai rigidity- 
is in this case of much less Importance 
than il is in most other kinds of bridges; 
indeed, it may be shown thai a certain 
small flexibility is a positive advantage 
in suspension bridges: and still again, 
the board does not doubt thai within 
narrow limits a certain degree of flex- 
ibility is an advantage to the bridge. 
Deflections in a system of stable equil- 
ibrium do not impair ilie safety of the 
structure, as they do in an unstable sys- 
tem like the upright arch, nml they may- 
exert a very beneficial Influence in mod- 
ifying the dynamic effects of a rapidly 
varying live load." 

The late George S. Morrison, an em- 
inent bridge engineer, past president 
American Society Civil Engineers, 
wrote as follows: 

"A long span suspnnsioii bridge neces- 
sarily changes its shape with every 
change of load, and changes, too, in such 
manner as lo relieve, local strains, every 
linstiffencd suspension bridge having; 
some shape of' perfect •'equilibrium £ur 
every .possible loading. i 
An Important Part 
These changes of shape play an im- 
portant purl in proportioning a suspen- 
sion bridge, and ,-o long as they are 
kept within limits which do not disturb 
convenience of operation, they are u 
source of strength instead of weakness. 
A suspension bridge must be permitted 
to change its shape within proper elastic 
limits, and this change of shape must 
be made (i lc basis of calculations in 
proportioning the structure. 

Mr. li. S. Buck, member American 
Society Civil Engineers, a well known 
authority on suspension bridges, says: 
"The foregoing conclusions have long 
remained unquestioned, and are sound 
principles of design, established by prac- 
tice as well us by theory." 

The proportion thai the weight of 
metal in the bridge cables (uol including 
connections) hears lo the weight of 
metal in stiffening frames is almost 
equal. 

The span of IJ-10 feet previously re- 
ferred to was estimated as a braced steel 
arch witli steel approaches. 

Instead of steel wire cables, there are 
those who prefer link and pin construc- 
tion. The structural steel required for 
a link and pin instead of a steel wire 
cable will weigh about two ami one half 
times as much for equal strength, the 
total cost is therefore not materially dif- 
ferent. 

The use of wire links a.s proposed in 
some recent designs permits of a vari- 
able strength and size of cable as re- 
quired and saves material. 

In favor of the link and pin con- 
struction, thi' heavier ihe dead weight 
of Hie structure in proportion to the 
moving load, the less the distortion, and 
(he lighter in proportion the weight of 
the stiffening truss to thai of the cable. 
G. T. P. Standard 
It would be possible io build a sus- 
pension bridge so heavy tlnrl il Would 
not require a stiffening truss, but it 
might entail such a waste of material 
as to make it more economical to use 
Ihe stiffening truss. 

In making the attached estimate, the 
work is supposed to he of the same 
standard as lhai set forth in the last 
Grand Trunk Pacific general, and Do- 
minion government bridge specifications,

Would it not be much bolter in the 
interests of this navigation, lo mine Unit 
rock with drill holes, driven from n crib, 
for 35 feel, in depth, and blow 'it up lit 
j one blast? 

Improving Navigation 
It would still be possible to cross 
there wilh a suspension bridge of 2,800 
j feel in length, which is within the limit 
of strength of bridge material at Ibe 
I present time. 

j It would seem to be of more impor- 
tance that this navigation be improved, 



than that a saving should be made in the 
cost of building a bridge. 

Taking all things Into 'consideration, 
it appears that the recommendation in 
favor of a ferry, made by Sir Sanford 
Fleming in 1874, will still hold good. 

The waterway built by nature, wilh 
no cost to the country, may reasonably 
| be considered a more perfect aid to 
I transportation, than any road that in- 
genuity, aided by capital, can build, nml 
lo fail to utilize this advantage would 
not seem to accord with sound economi- 
cal principles. 

On the oilier hand, the building of a 
railroad from a well chosen point on 
the west coast of the mainland into the 
mountains, via the Yellowhcad pass, 
would open "up to uiit.ing 1 1 1 a t country 
which is pre-eminently, well united for 
alluvial work. 

There are three things necessary to 
successful alluvial mining, namely, plen- 
ty. of water, plenty of fall, and plenty of 
gold hearing material.

A very high compliment lias been 
paid to the Bracknian & Ker Milling 
company by the Department of Inland 
Revenue at Ottawa, In a recent inves- 
tigation, caused by complaints that 
llaked wheat and rolled oats of an in- 
ferior duality were being sold, many 
samples were delivered, at the depart- 
ment; and on an examination being 
made, the samples taken from the goods 
of the local firm were found to be far 
and mvu.VjUh.cad of any other samples 
tested. First class oatmeals received 
from Europe and United States general- 
ly contain about 11 per cent crude mai- 
ler, while that from Brackraau & Ker's 
mill contained only 1.72 per cent. Some 
of the samples contained as much tis'll 
per cent, while 0-1 oat of 1S5 samples 
contained more than - per cent. 

Referring to the nutriments of the 
oatmeal, the analyst gives the following 
average: I'roteids, lU.tIO per cent, and 
fats, -I.I17 per cent; while that of the 
Brackmnii & Ker mills showed 12.921 
protoids and 5.80 per cent fat, show- 
ing Hint the local linn's were above the 
average. It was not known to the 
analyst who the sample belonged to.

Lionel Terry, the former Vancouver 
Island coal miner, who achieved con- 
siderable notoriety in this province, 
and who was placed in an insane asy- 
lum In New Zealand, after having 
killed a Chinese at Wellington a year 
ago, "as a protest against the Immi- 
gration of Chinese," has been making 
sensational ..attempts to escape, accord 
ing to advices received yesterday 
morning by the steamer Miowera. 
Terry had broken from the asylum 
i some time ago, and, despite close 
watch, made a second attempt shortly 
before the Miowera sailed from Syd- 
ney for Victoria. During the night 
! it was discovered tluiL the former 
I British Columbia miner had broken 
I the shutters of his window and let 
| himself down to the ground, a dis- 
tance of 21) feet, by a rope made of 
bedclothes torn into strips and knot- 
ted. He was recaptured the follow- 
ing afternoon. 

When re-arrested Terry said he had 
no Intention of making a permanent 
I escape when he left the institution, 
j lie simply meant to protest against 
I the system, of which he disapproves. 
I lie declares his Intent ion of making 
I tlie same protest whenever opportu- 
nity is afforded. He said lie conskl- 
I ered his committal to an asylum has 
! neither excuse nor justification, and 
i he asks for an Inquiry into bis case 
and into the legislation which permits 
such a state of things. 

If he were free. Terry says, lie would 
not kill •another Chinaman, as lie con- 
siders the killing of one as efficient a 
protest ns the killing of fifty. 

After lecturing and Issuing pamph- 
lets complaining of tlie Chinese immi- 
gration, a subject upon which lie was 
continually engaged, Teruy bought a 
revolver and went to the Chinese 
quarter at Wellington. X. '/,., over a 
year ago. The first Cliine.se he met, 
a man of 50 years of age, lie shot 
down without warning, and walked to 
the nearest police station to surrender 
himself. He was tried and committed 
to tlie Sunnyslde insane asylum at 
Wellington.

community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an cducntioual centre of Grst im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a saiii- 
torium is the care ho should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness,' for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, con tngiou; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so thnt no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Sueh 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the saul* 
toriuiu, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective thnn all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not- only, fully understood., but. are well 
recognized, and it is now au accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course nrrested. 
That being so, inaction is. to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It is proposed to build a sanitarium ia 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is Im- 
perative, ir we wisli to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

Esquimau may become the head- 
quarters for the government steamers 
of the lighthouse, fishery protection 
and hydrographle services on the Pa- 
cific Coast. An Ottawa despatch of 
yesterday said: "Now that the Do- 
minion has completed negotiations and 
will take over Halifax docks from the 
admiralty on January 1, ii Is likely 
Lhat the same thing will be done' In 
regard lo EHCfulmalt." 

The arrangements being made at 
Halifax provide ' for the transfer of 
the dockyards formerly used by the 
British admiralty lo the marine and 
fisheries department. The dockyard 
la to be mod as u base for the upera-l 
lions of the department with regard 
to aids lo navtgnllon, etc. Probably 
the same programme will be followed 
with regard to ICs<tulinalt, and the 
many buildings, barracks, engine and 
boiler shops, storerooms, lofts, etc.. of 
the dockyard which was formerly the 
headquarters of the British navy on 
this side of the Pacific Ocean will 
then bo used In connection with the 
work of the marine department. 

There is already quite a fleet of 
steamers In the service or the marine 
and IhJiorios department on this coast, 
and presumably all would make their 
headquarters at the former na>,val yard. 
At present the whan ucconnnodation 
of the department near the old custom 
house building, in which the local 
agent's offices are loctiiert, Is insutli- 
eient. and only the steamer Quadra 
makes her base at this port. The 
Kestrel, of the fishery protection ser- 
vice, usually makes ner base at Van- 
couver. When the new hydrographle 
steamer which is belhg constructed for 
the Canadian government by tlie 
British Columbia Marine Railway 
Company Is completed and she is 
added to the government Heel, tin.' 
wharfage at present available In the 
Inner harbor will be entirely inade- 
quat :. 

.H present the dockyard Is held by 
the Imperial authorities, and the sloop- 
of-war Shearwater and the survey 
vessel Egeria have their headquarters 
tharaf Both vessels are now at the 
dccliyard wharf refitting for the. com- 
ing season's work. 



Mayor Morley, City Engineer Topp, 
Water Commissioner Baymur and T. 
W. Paterson, V. P., visited Elk lake 
yesterday when a further inspection of 
the watershed was made. On his re- 
turn from the lake. His Worship said 
he had proved that his contention re- 
garding Elk lake was correct. 

"The lake has risen i 'ly two feci 

and is now about three feel, live inches 
above high water mark," said Ihe mayor 
"and if we have much more ruin the 
water will be going to waste. We ex- 
amined the source suggested by Mr. 
Paterson and it was easy to see thnt an 
additional leu or fifteen million gallons 
could lie secured with very small expen- 
diture. 

"There are a couple of small lakes iu 
the Saanieh mountain, where, by au ex- 
penditure of about $200 we could divert 
ihe water into the Elk Lake water shed. 
One very important point was discovered 
Prom our observations we litid that 
every person lias been absolutely at sea 
regarding the watershed of tlie Elk Luke 
district. It is very apparent that when 
tlie watershed was first secured, only 
.sufficient for the time being was ob- 
tained; and there still remains more land 
than the majority of people ever thought 
iSUoul which can be used for u water- 
shed. By using this and adding the wa- 
ter secured from the small lakes, Lo- 
gether witli that from the swamp sug- 
gested by Mr. Paterson, sufficient water 
could he obtained from Elk lake to sup- 
ply ihe entire city. 

"It is absolutely certain that the 
water that comes from the swamp lo- 
cated by .Mr. Paterson, is not used by 
tin.- city and before il can be so utilized 
tlie coarse will have lo lie diverted so 
that, it will run into the hike instead 
of running into the sea. 

"Everything points lo a good supply of 
water for next year, as the lake is near- 
ly lull and witli a few mure days' rain 
il will be overflowing."

One hundred thousand dollars (1UO,- 
000) asked for — fifty thousand dollars

■ It has been announced by the .secre- 
tary of the Fruit Growers' association 
of British Columbia that locally grown 
fruit — that cultivated in this province — 
shows a tendency lo rise permanently in 
value. This is of interest to Victorians, 
and more especially to those residing in 
the agricultural districts of the vicin- 
ity. Yesterday an effort was made to 
ascertain whether the statement, or 
riither prediction, was likely to prove 
correct. The manager cf K. R. Stewart 
& Co., a firm' with branches in both Vic- 
toria- and Vancouver, and whose mem- 
bers keep in close touch witli the pre- 
vailing market conditions on the coast, 
confirmed the announcement insofar us 
this season is concerned. Me asserted 
Hint apples and pears were undoubtedly 
rising in price, and would continue lo do 
so for tlie present. But he was in- 
clined to doubt that the same would be 
the case next year. 

Apples and Pears Scarce 

Asked for an explanation of the situ- 
ation, it was pointed out that the vari- 
eties of fruit mentioned were becoming 
scarce. All the poorer slock had been 
rsold oil' and, naturatly, as all lliat re- 
mained were the higher grades, they 
were bringing better prices. lie be- 
lieved that the British Columbia fruit 
available would be exhausted early in 
the new year, when it would be neces- 
sary lo import from Washington, Ore- 
gon and oilier outside points. The crop 
at the laller places had been heavier 
this fall than heretofore, while that in 
tli is province, owing lo the poor season, 
had not come up to the usual standard. 

Taking British Columbia as a whole, 
Stewart & Co.'s local representative ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was no 
better fruit growing country upon the 
face of the earth. For cultivation of 
apples it was especially suited. Upon 
Vancouver Island and elsewhere on (lie 
coast, the earlier varieties thrived. They 
were as line in quality and as large in 
size as any grown upon what were con- 
sidered the 'finest orchards of Canada 
or the United Slates. But the later ap- 
ples did not do well in this ■locality, lie- 
cause of the fact l hat the required ex- 
tremes of heat ami cold wore no! ex- 
perienced. While lliis class cm hi not 
he obtained here, they were to be found 
in the interior districts. Nowhere in 
the world could filler Russets, Spys and 
other similar varieties be grown than in 
the Kootenay or the Okanagnn districts. 
There were experienced extremely hot 
summers and correspondingly cold win- 
ters — all that was necessary to produce 
a late apple ,,f the best possible quality: 
Therefor" 'Western Canada combined 
the conditions needed for the cultiva- 
tion of 'he early and late apples of the 
linest kind. 

Best Fruit Country 

Looking at it from a broad stand- 
point, it was no exaggeration to say 
that il was the best fruit country in ex- 
istence. 

Continuing, he said thai ils possibil- 
ities in that direction were only begin- 
ning to lie realized. Hitherto the in- 
I (lustry i. been in an experiementnl 
stagei The fanners all hud orchards, 
1 :,m | hey were looked after as a kind of 
I incidental business — not l he one upon 
i which they could depend entirely for 
their livelihood. The conditions were 
changing, and Ihe l ransforinn i Ion hud 
been more noticeable recently limn ever 
before. Those entering into the fruit 
growing business now were having the 
benefit of Ihe experience of those who 
had taken up the enterprise in a small 
way previously. 

Then, again, the market of Ihe North- 
wesl -was beginning to expand, and iis 
possibilities were being brought home to 
ihe ranchers of British Columbia. This, 
undoubtedly, had roused their interest 
in the industry. Lands were laid out 
in orchards all over the country, bolh 
on ihe coast and in Ihe interior. Al- 
ready Ihe effect was being felt to some 
extent, but in the course of a few years 
the increased output would lie more 
noticeable on account of the fad that 
il look some time for young trees lo 
mal tire. But il wouldn't be long before 
(here was sufficient fruit for ihe local 
market as well as lo allow expansion of 
the export trade to a material extent. 
Even now the major portion of the in- 
terior crop found ils -way to the ter- 
ritories. Very little came lo Hie coast, 
although some might be found on Ihe 
Vnuoouyer and New Westminster mar- 
kets occasionally. On the other hand, 
the output of Vancouver Island was al- 
most all disposed of locally. He pre- 
dicted Unit in the course of a few years 
the two would be so increased as to per-

"O joint agreement lias been i-e'ached 
between Great Britain and France witli 
regard to the -New Hebrides," said an 
otlieer of tile Pegasus. "Certain islands 
will be placed under I ho control of 
France, and Ihe remainder will lie allot- 
ed to deal Britain. The two nations 
will guarantee lo the other powers that 
order will lie maintained throughout the 
group, and every island will he efficient- 
ly policed. Under existing conditions 
our joint jurisdiction is confined to 
white men's territory, but under Ihe new 
agreemenl we will he able to deal effec- 
tually with every part of the group, and 
intertribal wars will then soon be a 
thing of the past."

Advices were received from TiUiliu, 
Xcw Hebrides, of join I iictiun by Brit- 
ish nnd French warships to put an end 
to tribal warfare. For yours heavy 
losses of life had been occasioned on lliis 
island by tribal warfare, tlie lighting 
tribes being well armed wiih Sniders, 
procured from traders. 11. M. S. Pe- 
gasus met the French cruiser V'ancliise, 
and both landed expeditions at Timlin, 
where 000 or more armed natives of the 
belligerent tribes were assembled, and 
peace arranged, the commanders point- 
ing mil lliat punitive expeditious would 
follow further fighting, 'rile natives 
agreed io cease their warfare. 

Ollkers of H. M. S. Pegasus slated 
the supplying of liquor lo ihe natives 
had been the chief cause of all the trou- 
ble in the past. In 1111 interview pub- 
lished by lite Sydney Morning Herald, 
an ofllcer said: i 
! "In their natural state the unlives of 
I the New Hebrides lire a peaceful people, 
but after imbibing tlie firewater culled 
'trade gin,' the smell of which bears a 
strong resemblance lo kerosene, they be- 
oome raving lunatics, and are not re- 
sponsible for their actions. The liquor, 
valued nl a shilling a bottle, is partak- 
en of at the native feasts, and trouble 
inevitably follows. They arc then tit 
for wholesale slaughter, and use llieir 
rilles and native Weapons indiscrimin- 
ately. When they kill members of their 
own or other tribes, nothing is heard of 
i the matter, nnd it is only when a 
European fulls that action is laken by 
the warships. 

"The punitive expeditious landed Inst 
year by the Negasns and the destruction 
by fire of the villages of Hullins and Nc- 
vaar, have had a remarkable effect on 
I lie unlives, who have since refrained 
from attacking the British and French 
seniors, ' bill nevertheless when under 
Ihe disastrous influence of the liquor im- 
ported fivi,. Australia, they frequently 
run nmtiek, and Ihe death rate among 
themselves must he very great. Every 
effort is now being made lo put a slop 
lo. or nl any rale to limit, tlie importa- 
tion of gin Into the New Hebrides, and 
Ihe joint commission, consisting of the 
commander's and ofllcers of II. M. S. 
Pegasus and the French cruiser Van- 
eluse, used every menus to solve the 
liquor question. The great trouble, how- 
ever, is that Ihe natives have been ac- 
customed lo being poid llieir wages in 
'trade gin.' nnd Ihe European trailers, 
many of whom have no scruples on Ihe 
liquor question, affirm that tlie natives 
will not work on the plantations for 
any other form of currency." 

Intertribal wars, the officer* of Hie 
Pegasus state, slill continue in the in- 
terior wlflioul n day's cessation, and 
Ihe mortality rale, particulars of which 
cannot of course lie obltlinod, must bo 
n.ppiilling. "Of course, these wars have 
been going on," one of the officers re- 
marked, "before the memories of living 
men. nnd to stump thorn out will ho a 
difficult task. Both the British and 
French naval olllcers hove inmrossod up- 
on the natives Ihe niter foolishness of 
these tribal wars, and when in their so-

atus.
